n in his youth, he is served in, state oil 
the half shell. If later, he goes in the soup. 
If a feu- mouths later, he is fried or 
steamed. Bur if he escapes the rake until 
a matured agfc^his fate is "bulk" or ":in" 
and his destiny obscure. 


There is no phrase which belongs er- 


fJusw'lr to oysters which weans t\ much 
and as little as the two words "Blue 
Point." It means nothing to oyster deal- 
ers—much to consumers. There was » 
rime when the half shell oysters were lar- 
ger than now. The change from the mod- 
erate sized oyster to the smallest to be had 
came with the name Blue Pc>it. The 
original Blue Point oyster—an oyster 
grown oft Blue Point, N. Y.—was an in- 
novation. It was smaller, more tender 
and more e:isily eaten as far as handling 
poos. Thus it became popular and the 
name something to conjure with. l"or a 
time and today, in fact, Blue Point sug- 
gests the hest oyster obtainable. 
BtA to- 


day a genuine Blue Point oyster is as rare 
as justice. The name, however, still stays, 
and as only perhaps one person in ten 
thousand can distinguish the genuine* by 
the flavor, the oyster world is quite safetiu 
retaining it. The people who,' our own 
Bnrnum declared, love -to be humbugged 
gu on paying a fancy price for the nuine 
Bluo Point and eating oysters from Con- 
necticut, Xew Jersey, Great South bay, 
Stet-en Island sound, and, to save the 
curse, an occasional one or perhaps two 
from off Blue Point. If you can distin- 
guish a Plymouth Bock hen's egg, wihen 
fried, from that of any other hen, you have 
a chance of recognizing a Blue Point. 


Nothing or very little at least can be 


learned from the shell. Oyster growers 
control to a large degree the shape of the 
oyster shelL It is all a matter of how they 
are planted. If too thickly, they are crowd- 
ed and assume cramped shapes, but if care 
is taken and they are given room they 
grow round and shapely. There are but a 
few varieties in which the natural shape 
of the shell will expose the fraud if it is 
claimed to be a Blue Point. Oysters, furth- 
ermore, are distinguished by the top shell, 
the peculiar marking telling'the locality 
from which they come. Tho undershell, 
which is smaller, flatter and smoother, 
tells little; thus as oysters are served on the 
lower shell again the consumer is forced 
to take the oyster as he finds it; and be- 
lieves it is u Blue Point. After all there 
is no barm in the deception, as there is 
but little if any difference In oysters at 
the ago when served on the half shell. 
There is one exception, however. 
The 


"coudalu" half shell oyster can?l>e distin- 
guished instantly, but as there are but few 
of them grown—the variety being very 
rare—these which are grown seldom if 
over reach anything but a private club or 
family trade, they do not figure in the 
oysters used by the general public. 


Oystermen—the old time, regulation 


oystennen—have .a few hereditary habits 
which remind one of the headlong course 
of the drumfish. 
Way back in the early 


oyster days, long- before the oldest of the | 
present generation were born, for some 
mysterious reason oystermen transplanted 
their oysters—that is, they took them from 
the ground on which they were originally 
planted and moved them to another local- 
ity. 
This requires the same amount of 


labor as getting them to market. Why it 
was done no one knows, and for that rea- 
son it is still done. One or two of the more 
thinking have, in spite of the scowls and 
dire predictions of their brothers of the 
craft, discontinued the transplanting of 
oys.ters, but in spite of the fact that the 
oysters thrive better the old heads refuse 
to follow the example. 
In fact, they 


hardly speak to this new creature, who 
does uot follow all the old legends and 
think him their enemy. 


It may sound odd^o speak of "drink- 


ing" oysters. 
On.e would assume their 


opportunity to quench their thirst was 
fairly good, but oysters must be'' drinked,'' 
"drank" or "watered"—as oystermen say 
—before they are fit for market. The 
"drinking" process is simply a matter of 
fattening, or, to bo more truthful, inflat- 
ing. 


When oysters are "raised" (taken from 


the beds to the air), they are du-npod 
aboard of the sloops, and when a load i» 
obtained the sloop sails for some fresh wa- 
ter "stream. At the mouth of these streams 
arc floats, into which the oytitcrs mi) 
dumped at full tide. As the tide ebbs and 
the fresh water from the stream gradually 
freshens the water in the floats, the oy.stor 
opoiis. Ho appears to be drinking, but in- 
stead is simply allowing the fresh water to 
wash out the salt. When this isconiplutod, 
the oyster closes. 
The fresh water caut-cs 


it to swell, sometimes till the shell gape* 
open. Thus the oyster becomes plump, 
and when opeiled looks fat and fit. 


Of course there is a reason for al\v«ys 


serving the oyster on the lower shell. The 
top shell is concave, und the lower ow», 


I besides being about a third smaller, is flat. 


I Therefore, when the oyster, which fills tins 


larger shell, is laid \ipon the flat lower 
shell he assumes aldernuuiic proportions. 


Oyster -spawn resembles the scales of 


small fish more than anything else. They 
have life when no larger than a tack head, 
and at once fasten to the nearest oyster 
shell. There they stay until by the^f 
growth, which at an early age in rapid, 
they forco ouch other loose. Then for pro- 
tection they fasten to each other, and it is 
in this form of odd shaped bunches of flat 
oysters no larger than a nickel they nro 
tukon for seed. The grower, who buys 
seed by the bushel, separates the- oysters 
from each other and dumps them over- 
board upon a certain ground which he has 
staked, generally from 10 to 'JO feet under 
water.

Globe's expert all the Transvnalers and 
a considerable minority of the Orfliijje 
Free Staters show every sijsn "f :tu inten- 
tion to make the eomiuj; miliiary opera- 
tions of the British army as difficult as 
possible. 


It would seem that the Boer,* are ac- 


tively intrenching at Kroonstadt and pie- 
paring to make a stand there iu the hope 
that Roberts will attempt a frontal at- 
tack. Their problem is a ditticnk i>ne. If 
they do not make :i stand therefor battle. 
they virtually abandon the whole of i In- 
Orange Free State. 
If they offer resist- 


ance- in forr-e. they run a >eri<>u-i rink, 
since Lord Roberts has now fully lO.(Kit) 
mounted men to use in u flunking or turn- 
ing movement, while he has at lea<t 2.1.- 
000 infantry to spare for a direct attack. 


Tbe SMaatlon In Natal. 


The Boers in Xatal appear to be falling 


back from the Biggarsberg range to 
Laing's nek. 
It is a question whether 


there are more than lO.UMiO burghers ia 
Natal at present. The main force of the 
republics seems to be concentrated at 
Kroonstadt, where re-enforcements from 
the north have arrived." 


It is not likely that General Bullf-r will 


attempt to make a move until Lord Hub- 
erts is ready. Auy advance in Natal will 
be a sign that the commander in chief is 
again prepared to move. 


The pacification of the southern half of 


the Free State is evidently not yet com- 
plete. Some of the dispatches from Eu^- 
lish correspondents indicate that when 
General Pole-Carew and the guards went 
down the railway to Springfontein and 
met Gatacre the farmers close to the rail- 
way submitted and gave up their arms, 
but that on either side oT this belt then- 
were great tracts of territory where Brit- 
ish rule is not yet acknowledged. 


General Clements has occupied Plul^p- 


polis, but at Fani'smith a Boer force I* 
intrenched and still defiant. 


Between General French at Thaba 


Menu nnd General Brabant at llonxville 
is a very broken country, in which Oli- 
vier and his commando of an unknown 
strength, estimated by some to comprise 
as many as 5.000 men, are ruovimr. 


There seems to be no doubt, moreover, 


that bodies of Boers are clow to Roberts' 
front and perhaps wnud his Hanks and 
scattered the whole length of the Modder 
river from Kimberloy to Luilybrand. 


Under these circumstances it is not sur- 


prising that the semiofficial announce- 
ment is made that Roberts is not ROIII^ to 
begin his uortliward march until his com- 
munications have been made 'perfectly se- 
cure, not only in the Orange- Free State, 
but all the way from his real base ou the 
ocean.

The seeds, herbs, leaves and stem*, the 


essences 01 which ure to be combined to 
form the remedy, are generally weighed 
out or measured and given to the patients 
with directions to boil them at home with 
u prescribed quantity of drinking water to 
a measure which is exactly indicated. 
"Put all these plan tit into an earthenware 
pot with a large glass of water and boil 
them over H bright fire down to a teftcup- 
ful. 
Then btrain carefully and drink 


hot." The remedies are all taken in bed, 
and rest or sleep, if possible, Is recom- 
mended. 
The potions us administered 


have very powerful effects. 


Chinese doctors have various devices to 


make their products attractive. They have 
luxurious shops and modify with liquorice 
mid other substances their vilely tasting 
pills. These pills are inclosed in capsules 
of wax as larga as pigeons' eggs, which 
preserve the compound from compact with 
the air, and are .broken when the remedy 
is tak£n. One of their remedies is the 
dau-nhu-y, a medicinal oil which pro- 
duces excellent effects in headache and 
generally in cases of brain weariness of 
every kind. It is rubbed on the temples 
and is inhaled by strong breathing after 
having been rubbed upon the nostrils. 
The basis of the preparation is camphor.

Heroism of the Police. 


Hoi}. Theodore Roosevelt writes an arti- 


cle on''The Boll of'Honor of the New 
York Police" for The Century. Sir. 
Roosevelt says: 


I doubt if tbe average citizen, especially 


the average stay at home citizen, realizes j 
how often the man of the night stick is 
called upon to display qualities which in a j 
soldier would be called heroic. 
His feats j 


in saving life or in arresting dangerous ! 
criminals, alone and at night, attract no'] 
special attention when mentioned in the 
newspapers, but they often imply just as 
much courage as those of the man who 
captures an enemy's flag in buttle or plants 
his own flag on a hostile parapet. The 
men of the Xew York police force repre- 
sent all the different creeds and different 
race origins that go to the make up of our 
stock, but they all become good Ameri- 
cans who pay no heed to differences of 
creed and race, for otherwise they would 
be useless. The police occupy positions of 
great importance. They not merely pre- 
serve ordffr, the first essential of both lib- 
erty and civilization, but to u large por- 
tion of our population they stand as the 
embodiment as well as the representative 
of the law* of the land. To the average 
dweller in a tenement house district, espts 
cially if born abroad, the policeman is in 
his own p<-rfion all that there is of govern- 
ment. He is judge, executive and legisla- 
ture, constitution and town meeting. His 
povrer arid influence are grout. For any 
vice or .shortcoming15 he should be feternly 
punished, but for gallantry and gouci con- 
duct he should receive prompt and gener- 
ous recognition.

The general u=c of the bicycle by those 


whoknoTC nothing; whatever of mechanical 
laws is productive of a large and peren- 
nial crop of inventions, which, whether 
the inventors know ic or not, can succeed 
oaly by upsetting one or more laws that 
are so well established and so certainly 
right that any mechanical 
contrivance 


which attempts to get around them is a 
foredoomed failure. Many men who would 
repel with scorn the accusation of being 
perpetual motion cranks are yet trying to 
accomplish, and in some czises claiming to 
have accomplished, things which are in 
principle precisely the same; for it is lit- 
erally true that when a man imagines that 
by the use of ''leverage" or by some "con- j 
traption" or''gimcmc-k" he can put one j 
man power into a bicycle and get out of j 
it four or five limes as much in work 
against wind resistance or in climbing 
hills, rhat man is virtually a perpetual 
motion crank. 


One mile a minute seems to be the fa- 


vorite speed of those who imagine their in- 
ventions are going to "revolutionize" cycle I 
construction, nnd it may be worth white j 
to examine this a little.

A force equal to one pound moving at j 


the rate of one mile in one minute is equal ] 
to .Hi horsepower. The pressure of u wind 
moving at the rate of 60 miles per hour is 
variously given, but by no authority at less 
than about 10.5 pounds per square foot.

Improvements may be introduced that 


will somewhat lessen friction, but fric- 
tional resistance in the present machine, 
when well made and in good order, is in- 
significant when compared with wind re- 
sistance at high speed. 
Most of the con- 


traptions heralded from time to time would 
increase, rather than lessen, the frictional 
resistance, while they do not pretend to 
affect either way the chief obstacle to high 
speed. 


If one could dispense with air—that, is, 


ride in a vacuum, or in air moving at the 
same rate as himself—there would be 
scarcely any reasonable limit to the speed 
possible to be attained with the present 
machine, if sufficiently high geared, but 
that would not be real cycling.—American 
Machinist.

Heredity of Acquired Characteristics. 
I have found in my study of camels, 


however, an example perhaps still more 
curious and significant. It is known that, 
with the exception of its stature, the camel 
is absolutely a llama, its blood globules 
being ellipftieal, its teeth reptilian in 
form, its rudimentary vhird nnd Utrh toes 
permanent. It possesses, further, that 
mysterious pouch of the stomach for the 
storage of fluids, the same kind of callosity 
on breast bone nnd knees, acquired by the 
camel through kneeling to receive loads. 
But the camel differs strikingly from the 
llama in that it possesses the hump, that 
fatty mass, with a special development of 
some of the spinal processes. For a long 
time I could not explain this hump. One 
day, however, a poor porter having a 
complaint in his chest came to consult me, 
and on examination I fotind, half way 
down his back, precisely where he wa» 
wont to rest his burdens, a tumor larger 
than a man's fist, formed almost wholly of 
adipose tissue. It suddenly occurred to 
me that this lump—which not only caused 
the porter no inconvenience, but even aid- 
ed him in his work—might perhaps serve 
as a clew to my mystery of the camel's 
hump. * * * I succeeded in examining 
70 porters of various occupations, and. to 
my great joy, I was able to find four more 
examples ot" this fatty tumor.

He bused his antago- 
nism on the fact that phosphate of lime, 
carbonate of lime or common chalk, sul- 
phate of lime or plaster of paris, with oc- 
casionally magnesia and other earthy sub- 
stances, cause ossification, rigidity, decrep- 
itude ;-nd death through the gradual ac- 
cumulation in the body

Evans of the T!<val College of Surgeons, 
who also takes a gloomy view of brencl, 
concurs with the New York physician in 
recommending hot water and chopped beef 
as a substitute. The case is cited of a con- 
firmed bread cater, a young girl who was 
subjected to this regimen. This victim of 
the cereal Imbit was deprived of her chosen 
food and treated as indicated. 
After a 


brief experience she was changed from a.

weight, rosy, happy and as strong and 
hearty as any one could wish." Xona- 
genarians and centenarians who have eaten 
freely of bread all their livi-s will wisely 
heed this information and thereby e^cupu 
premature collapse.—New York Sun.
